Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Cana], 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature

thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the.  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.

WJ E>  THE  UNDERSIGNED,  James  Hill  Lawson, 
W Francis  William  Vincent,  John  Alexander 
Thomson,  Francis  Brooke  Gregory,  William  A.  Lorimer 
and  William  Laird,  all  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  declare  as  follows : — 

1.  We  desire  to  incorporate  a Society  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “ Benevolent  Societies’  Act”  and 
amending  Acts,  to  be  called  the  “James  Bay  Boys’ 
Brigade  Hall  Association.” 

2.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Society  is  formed  are 
as  follows  : — 

(a.)  To  promote  social  intercourse,  mutual  helpful- 
ness, mental  and  moral  improvement  and  rational 
recreation  : 

(l>.)  The  improvement  and  development  of  the  mental 
and  social  conditions  of  young  men  and  boys  : 

3.  1 he  first  trustees  or  managing  officers  of  the 
Society  shall  be  the  said  James  Hill  Lawson,  Francis 
William  Vincent,  John  Alexander  Thomson,  Francis 
Brooke  Gregory,  William  A.  Lorimer  and  William 
Laird,  and  shall  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Society  until 
the  1st  day  of  June,  1900,  or  until  their  successors  are 
appointed. 

4.  The  successors  of  the  said  trustees  or  managing 
officers  shall  be  appointed  as  follows  : — 

They  shall  be  members  of  the  Society,  and  shall  be 
elected  by  the  members  of  the  Society  eligible  to  vote 
at  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  each  year  on  the 
last  Monday  in  the  month  of  May,  and  they  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
are  appointed.

TTTE,  THE  UNDERSIGNED,  Edmund  James 
VV  Palmer,  lumberman;  James  S.  Gibson,  steve- 
dore; John  W.  Coburn,  railway  conductor;  and  Wil- 
liam H.  Higgins,  logger  ; Lewis  G.  Hill,  accountant  ; 
Edward  Calder,  mill-hand ; and  Harry  A.  Howell, 
clerk,  all  of  Chemainus,  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  do  hereby  declare  as  follows  : — 

1.  We  desire  to  be  incorporated  under  the  “ Benev- 
olent Societies’  Act,”  as  a Society  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  and  carrying  on,  at  Chemainus  aforesaid, 
an  hospital  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  maimed, 
possessing  all  modern  appliances  necessary  for  the 
effective  treatment  of  accidents  and  diseases,  and  for 
the  comfort  of  the  inmates,  and  to  provide  by  means 
of  contributions,  subscriptions,  fees,  donations,  and 
otherwise,  a fund  or  funds  for  the  erection  and  mainte- 
nance of  such  hospital. 

2.  That  the  name  of  such  Society  shall  be  “ The 
Chemainus  General  Hospital.  ” 

3.  That  the  first  trustees  of  the  said  Society  shall 
be  seven  (7)  in  number,  and  shall  for  all  purposes  be 
deemed  to  be  representative  of  all  persons  who  have 
subscribed  to  the  fund  for  the  erection  and  establish- 
ment of  the  hospital,  and  such  first  trustees  shall  be 
Edmund  James  Palmer,  James  S.  Gibson,  William  H. 
Higgins,  Lewis  G.  Hill,  Edward  Calder,  Harry  A. 
Howell,  and  John  W.  Coburn,  and  of  such  trustees 
four  (4)  shall  form  a quorum. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  said  Society  shall  be 
deemed  ‘o  be  all  persons  who  shall  have  paid,  or  shall 
hereafter  pay,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  (§10.00)  towards 
either  the  erection,  completion  or  support  of  the  said 
hospital,  and  who  shall  thereby  become  life  members. 

5.  That  within  six  (6)  months  from  the  incorporation 
of  the  Society  the  said  first  Directors  shall  call  a meet- 
ing of  all  the  then  members  of  the  Society  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  a Board  of  Trustees,  in  whom  shall  be 
vested  the  government  and  management  of  the  said 
Society  and  Hospital,  and  the  disposition  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Society,  and  also  for  the  election  of  a 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall 
be  deemed  necessary,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Such  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  nine  (9)  in  number, 
seven  (7)  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Society  from 
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its  members,  and  two  (2)  appointed  annually  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council ; five  (5)  of  such  Trus- 
tees shall  form  a quorum  for  the  doing  of  any  act  or 
transacting  any  business  which  may,  undei  the  pro- 
visions hereof,'  or  by  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of 
the  Society,  be  done  or  transacted.

7.  That  if  the  number  of  candidates  nominated  at 
any  meeting  for  election  as  Trustees  shall  exceed  the 
number  to  be  elected,  the  election  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  the  required  number  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  of  the  first  ballot  shall  be  elected. 

8.  That  subsequent  general  meetings  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  shall  be  held  once  in  the  year  1901, 
and  in  every  subsequent  year  at  such  time  and  place 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Society  in  general  meeting, 
and  if  no  other  time  and  place  prescribed  then  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  the  month  of  February  in  every 
such  year  at  the  hospital  of  the  Society. 

9.  That  of  the  Directors  elected  at  the  first  annual 
general  meeting  for  the  election  of  Directors,  the  three 
polling  the  largest  number  of  votes,  if  there  shall 
have  been  a poll,  or  if  there  shall  have  been  no  poll 
such  three,  as  the  elected  Directors  shall  determine 
amongst  themselves  by  lot,  shall  hold  office  until  the 
third  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Society,  to  lie  held 
in  the  year  1902  ; the  remaining  four  (4)  elected  Direc- 
tors shall  hold  office  until  the  second  annual  general 
meeting  to  be  held  in  the  year  1901. 

10.  That  at  the  fourth  aud  every  subsequent  annual 
general  meeting  such  members  as  were  left  in  office  at 
the  then  next  preceding  annual  general  meeting  shall 
retire  and  a like  number  of  Trustees  be  elected  from 
the  members  to  fill  their  places. 

11.  That  all  retiring  Trustees  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-election, 

12.  That  all  clergymen  and  ministers  of  every 
denomination  shall  have  free  admission  to  the  patients 
in  said  hospital,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  clergyman  or 
minister  of  religion  of  any  denomination  be  capable  of 
being  a trustee  or  officer  of  the  Society. 

No  public  religious  services  shall  be  held  in  the 
hospital  without  permission  from  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees : 

13.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  prepare  and 
submit  for  approval  and  adoption  at  the  first  annual 
general  meeting  a set  of  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations 
for  governing,  managing,  and  disposing  of  the  said  hos- 
pital and  property  of  the  Society ; for  regulating  their 
own  times  and  modes  of  meetings  and  of  transacting 
business;  for  determining  the  qualifications  and  dis- 
qualifications, change,  retirement,  election  and  appoint- 
ment of  medical  officers,  auditors,  executive  and  other 
officers  and  nursing  staff,  and  generally  for  the  support 
of  said  hospital  and  Society,  and  of  all  officers,  ser- 
vants and  patients  in  said  hospital. 

14  Provision  for  the  dissolution  of  the  Society  will 
be  made  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Society.
